EXHIBITION OF THE ROYAL ACADEMY. 


ne Royal Academy, now in the eighty-second year of its exist- 
Gacahie at length Low some signs that it is not altogether 
independent of public opinion. Unlike every other public institu- 
tion in the metropolis, it has hitherto exhibited a total disre- 
ard of the courtesy that is usually extended to the public press. It 
is not our province at present to enter into reforms that might be 
suggested in the management of this learned and useful body; but 
we are glad to see that the council of the Royal Academy are 
beginning to move in the spirit and liberality of the age, instead 
of confining their ideas to the close and narrow limits of the past 
century, and thereby bringing into disgrace this royal, noble, and 
honourable institution. On this occasion, for the first time, the 
representatives of the metropolitan press were invited to the 
private view, and we are quite sure that, if the academicians wish 
for the prosperity of their Institution, their safety and considera- 
tion will be in the actual services they render to the public. -

The present collection numbers 1458 works, of which about 700 
are paintings in oil, 450 drawings and miniatures, 150 architectural 
designs, and 164 busts, figures, and models, &c. Of these 186 are by 
members of the academy, and the rest are by the bulk of the artistic 
community of this kingdom, inclusive of those of two or three 
foreign artists. There is a large amount of force in the old and 
well-known favourites of the country, combined with a great advance 
in many of the younger exhibitors. One of the foremost pictures, 
both in point of interest of subject, as well as its large size and the 
artistic style of its execution, is Mr, Rdwin Landseer’s ‘ Dialogue 
at Waterloo.’ This splendid triumph of art represents the Duke of 
Wellington himself, and the Marchioness of Donk, revisiting on 
some fine autumn day that unforgotten ridge from which the same 
expressive finger which now points its familiar explanation of the 
ground once beckoned the British army to victory. The Flemish 

irl who offers to the unknown visitor that tale of rote which he

No. 15, ‘ The Disarming of Cupid,’ painted for his Royal High- 
ness Prince Albert, W.E. Frost.

It combines all his great qualities, 
but does not surpass his former productions of a similar character 
both in subject and execution. 

No. 16, ‘Samson Disarmed,’ F. R, Pickersgill. There is great 
vigour as well as originality in this composition, and the artist has 
succeeded in the treatment of a very difficult subject. The triumph 
of false love is achieved, and the Philistine crops the source of that 
mysterious strength for which the Jewish hero was remarkable, 
There is great power and boldness in the Delilah, without coarse- 
ness ot violence,’ Mr. Pickersgill has several other subjects which 
ores his rapid advancement to perfection in the highest walks 
of art, , 

Mr. Cope’s principal work, No. 39, is ‘Cordelia at the Bedside of 
Lear.’ , It is a subject remarkable for its truthful simplicity, The 
tearful eye and graceful form of Cordelia, as she bends in anxious 
tenderness over her sleeping father, is exquisitely expressed. The 
colouring and drawing of the whole picture are equally good 

No, 92, ‘ The Meeting of Jacob and Rachel,’ by Mr, Dyce is a 
picture that will command attention, from the purity of the con- 
ception and the grace and refinement of its treatment, ‘The ardour 
of the lover, and the modesty of the girl, are developed with a 
quiet and natural contrast; and the colouring, although approach- 
ing the medizeval style, is free from that hardness, and has more 
of the roundness and fulness of nature, ‘

‘The character in the heads is 
remarkably fine, and the picture is rich in colour, with great 
breadth of effect. RE 

No. 126, * ‘Tom Jones showing to Sophia Western, herself, as 
the best security for his good behaviour,’ C. R. Leslie. The inci- 
dentis, where Sophia, hardly yet relying on the fidelity of her lover, 
asks him what security he can give her for his constancy. ‘Yom 
Jones, taking her to the looking-glass, and pointing to the re- 
flection of her face in it, tells her that the pledge of his future 
fidelity is before her. ‘Phe two views of Sophia’s face,—the one in 
profile, and the other full,—produce a novel and agreeable effect, 
The figure is also extremely graceful, and the picture is altogether 
well painted. 

In the large room there are many other works of a high character 5 
but we must reserve our notice of them for the present, and will 
take a glance at the other portions of the exhibition. In the middle 
room one of the largest and most prominent works is No. 300, 
‘ James LI. in his Palace of Whitehail receiving the News of the 
Landing of the Prince of Orange.’ This picture exhibits great 
invention and skill in composition. The feeling depicted in the 
king’s face is sadness and despair in the extreme. Mary of Modena 
is leaning towards him, and, with all the energy of a mother and a 
queen, points to the Prince of Wales, who, with infantine innocence, 
unconscious of the important event of the moment, is amusing 
himself with the ladies of the court in playing witha lapdog. Thereis 
a great variety of character in the numerous heads, anv-the painting 
is every way worthy of Mr. Ward’s reputation. Another work that 
at once arrests attention in this room is No. 389, ‘The Messenger 
announcing to Job the Irruption of the Sabeang, and the Slaughter 
of the Servants,’ P. T. Poole. ‘This picture recals to our mind the 
celebrated work ‘Soloman Eagle,’ by the same talented artist, 
especially the central figure. This production is superior in point 
of interest, and it is unquestionably one of the ablest contributions 
in the collection. The clever contributions of Messrs. Elmore, 
Lucy, Egg, Hook, and others we must leave for the present. In 
the landscape department we find our English artists nobly sup- 
porting their we |-earned reputations.

Wisnpeacu Union.—A Case ror THE INTERFERENCI 1? 
OF THE AFFLUENT AND Humann,—FEMALE EMIGRATION.—On } 
Wednesday three decent and healthy-looking country girls, about | 
nineteen years of age, applied to Mr. Arnold, the sitting magistrate 
at Worship-street. From the statement of one of them, who acted 
as spokeswoman, it appeared that they were all orphans, who. had 
no relatives that they knew of, and had been brought-up in the 
WIsBEAcH UNION,’ in Cambridgeshire; but, having lately been 
informed that there was in London a society formed, for the purpose 
of providing young females like them with situations, or to furnish 
them with the means of emigrating to some of the colonies, they a 
few days since discharged themselves from the Wisbeach workhouse, 
and set forth upon their journey to Londons obtaiping shelter for 
the night at ‘the different wnion-houses on the road. On Tuesday 
they walked no less than thirty-one miles without any sustenance 
whatever from the time of their leaving the union where they had 
slept on the previous night, and that night ‘obtained shelter in the 
casual ward of the Hackney Union, from which, however, they were, 
as usual, turned out on the following morning, and thence made 
their way to Shoreditch, but were then utterly at a loss, as they 
could find no trace of such a society as they were in quest of, and 
were recommended to apply to the magistrate here, which they 
accordingly did. Mr. Arnold said they appeared to be modest and 
well-behaved young women, but he had’no knowledge of any society 
likely to forward their views. He directed Edis, an officer of the 
court, however, to inquire about them, recommending that they 
should for the present be taken care of in Shoreditch workhouse.

‘ Tur Fricurrut Expiosion or rau EAST CORNWALL 
PowprR MILLs.—We last week in our'second edition alluded to 
this fearful catastrophe, and are now enabled to quote the Cornwall 
Gazette in confirmation of what was then rumoured. It appeared 
that on Friday night (last week), between nine and ten, the neigh- 
bourhood of Herodsfoot, four miles §,W. of Liskeard, was thrown 
into dreadful consternation, in consequence of an intense glare of 
light suddenly flashing through the heavens, which in the course 
of a few seconds was succeeded by a deadened roar, reserabling 
the distant discharge of heavy artillery, As dense bodies of smoke 
were seen to rise in the direction of the powder manufactory, it 
soon became evident that the peaceful spot in which those hazard- 
ous works were being conducted had been for the first time sub- 
jected to one of those awful visitations, On repairing to the place 
a disastrous spectacle presented itself to view. About half-past 
nine the two victims, Samuel Truscott and Joseph Pengedly, were 
going their rounds, as is supposed, for the purpose of as(sertaining 
if all was right; and, whether from some mishap with thie lantern 
andcandle, having been seen shortly before with one, OF from some 
other cause, the building called the drying-house blew u’), instantly 
communicating to the sizing-house, glossing and grai’ aing mills, 
which in a moment shared the same fate, It is impossit ple to deter- 
mine the exact quantity of powder which exploded, biutit is esti- 
mated at from two to three tons. The extensive worlss employed 
a great many hands, and it is indeed farhinate no mor e have fallen 
a sacrifice. The two bodies when found were fearful ly mutilated. 
One man had lost his arm and leg, and his right foot , was hanging 
only by a tendon, ‘The other body was a headless tr ank, or rather 
a mingled mass of bones, flesh, intestines, and clothii ag, not having 
a single trait of human figure left. The head has sin’ ze been found; 
the nose had been blown off, and the head otherv sise disfigured, 
and, like the other remains, it is burnt as black 1s a coal. The 
death of these poor men is an irreparable loss to tl seir families and 
to the company. They were sober and industrio! 1s Me, bearing 
excellent characters, and it is hoped that the publ ic will do some. 
thing to benefit their bereaved families, Nothing s could be more 
complete than the wreck of the blown-up houses : the foundations 
and flooring were, as it were, scooped up and , with the walls, 
machinery, and other contents, flung all aroundait javing the ground 
covered with broken wheels, bars, planks and stones, and rub- 
bish of every descriptiou. Being ina wood the Htrees plainly bore 
the marks of the devastating scourge: score s of them were 
wrested off about three feet from the ’ prount j, the limbs and 
branches torn apart, and scattered about in every conceivable 
manner. Large pieces of board and cai st iron pipe fell 
three or four hundred yards from the site of the explosion. 
Shortly after the accident the Rev. R. Buller ’, of Lanreath, B. 
Anstis, Esq., J. Lawrence, Esq, surgeon, and pthers, reached the 
melancholy scene, and rendered every assistan te in their power. 
The exertions of the former in alleviating the si ifferings of the sur- 
vivors, and consoling and comforting the wido ws and children of 
the poor unfortunate men under misfortune, wer beyond all praise. 
Prayers were offered up by Mr. Buller amidst the burning embers 
which lay everywhere scattered around, and ‘fervently did those 
present join with him. On Monday an inqu vst was held on the 
bodies of Pengelly and Truscott. Henry Lobb “the superintendent 
of the works, said that it was the duty of the: be'two mien to watch 
the different houses and see that all was righ it. On Friday night 
they went both for the purpose of Wane. the different houses 
about nine o’clock. Allen Lobb, a son of the superintendent, met 
them going towards the drying-honse with a ‘lantern and candle, 
and within three minutes afierwards he heard .the explosion. Mr. 
Lobb, who had gone to bed, was awoke by the windows of his bed- 
room being blown in on his bed, and on gettin jg out found that the 
different houses had all been blown up. Sea meh was made for the 
two men, but they could not be found unti | the next day, when 
parts of their bodies were found in different d jrections, an it was 
with the greatest difficulty they could be iflent ified. Part of one of 


the bodies had not been found. ‘There was no evidence to prove 
how the explosion took place, but it was generally supposed that 
immediately,on opening the door of tie drying-house, where there 
was a large quantity of loose powder, one of them ‘must have 
opened the door of the lantern to look at the thermometer, and that 
a spark might have fallen on the powder, which caused the explo- 
sion. ‘lhe jury were satisfied that there was no blame to be attached 
i any one who had the management of the mills; and, in the 
areence of any positive proof as to how the explosion occurred, 
re nee the following verdict :—‘ That the said Joseph Pengelly 
ties ina dae were killed by the explosion of gunpowder at 
wee oot Powder-mills, but how or by what means the.explosion 
ook place there is no evidence to prove.” ‘Truscott has left a wife 
and seven children, and Pengelly a wife and three children.

THE LEE PENNY, 


Belonging to Charles Lockhart, of Lee and 
Carnworth, Lanarkshire. 
This curious relic of antiquity is a stone of 
a dark red colour, and triangular shape in 
size, about half an inch each side set in a 
iece of silver coin. Various stories are re-

Fig. 1. Indoor Dress.—Robe de chambre of 
lavender cashmere, embroidered in small sprigs 
of the same colour, but somewhat darker 
in tint. A pardessus of the same material, 
trimmed with a ruche of lavender satin, edged 
at each side by a narrow black lace. A muslin 
chemisette, with a small collar richly orna- 
mented with needlework; and necktie of pink 
ribbon, with an open edge. Cap consisting of 
a round of lace trimmed with pink ribbon. 

Fig. 2. Costume for a Little Girl of four or five 
years of age.—Dress of glacé silk, shaded in light 
green and lilac. The skirt trimmed with four 
rows of fringe of green and lilac silk inter- 
mingled. The corsage low and plain, with @ 
pelerine which passes along the back and shoul- 
ders, and is brought down to the front of the 
waist ina point. ‘This pelerine is edged with 
two rows of fringe. The sleeves of the dress, 
which are short, are edged simply with one 
row of fringe. Attached to these short sleeves 
are long sleeves of white muslin made sO 
as to set nearly close to the upper part of the 
arms, but finished between the elbow and 
the wrist with three drawings separated by 
bands of needlework insertion. Above these 
drawings there is a frill which falls back on the 
arm, ‘The neck is covered by a chemisette of 
musiin, finished at the throat with a trimming of 
needlework, turned over.
